icitation on my part, to fome of 

About three weeks ago, I was favoured with a meffage 
from Dr Brocklefby *, phyfieian to the Duke of Richmond, 
requetting to know, “ whether I had any objection to be re- 
icafed from confinement? the Duke having informed him, 
that he would willingly afk it of the King, but did not know 
whether I would accept of my difcharge.”—My aufwer was, 
*¢ That L certainly could have no objection to be liberated ; 
indeed, if my difcharge was ifiued, that I muff accept of it :” 
The next queltion was— Would I then exprefs a qwi/> in 
writing ta the Doctor, that-his Grace would folicit for me his 
Majefty’s pardon, merely to preferve appearances with the 
Court of King’s. Bench ?’?—To this I replied, —* Certainly 
not; as that would be foliciting a favour of the Duke of Rich- 
mond, to whom I never meant to owe an obligation !’?—'T'wo 
or three days after, the Door vificed the King’s Bench, and 
fent another meflage into me, the purport of which, with my 
fentiments thereon, will be beft explained by the under-writ- 
ten letter, which I tranfmitted to che Doctor the fame even- 
ing: 
: SIR, King’s-Bench Prifon, April 16, 1782. 

I HAVE this inftant been favoured with your fecond mef- 
fage concerning my enlargement ; by which I am informed, 
« that you would pofipone your vifit to the Duke of Richmond 
till to-morrene morning, in bopes that I might change my opi- 
nion by that time, and be induced to exprefs-a wisn to you, 
or fome other friend of bis Grace, that I might be releafed from 
my confinement.” My fentiments’on this fubject are {till the 
fame, and muft ever remain unalterable. ad I even been 
privy to the publication of the offenfive “* Queries” addreffed 
to the Duke of Richmond in the Morning Polt, I conceive it 
would have been unworthy of me to exprefs a defire, however 
indireétly, that my profecator would confent to my enlarge- 
ment; becaufe fuch a declaration could arife but frum the 
meaneft of motives.
